ntil I met him, two months 
[J eior his death, Grant Mac- 

Ewan was little more than the 
name on the wall of a community 
college. I knew him vaguely as one 
of Alberta's old guard, a former 
lieutenant-governor, the grand old 
man of a political system I don’t 
hold in high esteem. 

I admit being ignorant of the 
man who, this week, was given a 
state funeral, the likes of which 
won't soon be repeated. He meant 
little to me and likely would have 
continued to do so if I hadn't heard 
him speak 

He was 97-years-old when he 
addressed a crowd of writers and 
publishers in Calgary this May 

He was stooped and frail, a 
shrunken man in a wheelchair 
wearing headphones, speaking 
through a microphone, but in 
anecdotal style, each story punctu- 
ated with booming laughter, he 
moved me to tears with his recol- 
lections of pen, prairie and people 
and how the three came together 
in a lifetime of writing, a lifetime 
of service. 

What struck me most about his 
stories were the manner in which 
they were toid. I was a witness to 
true humility, to a style of plain- 
speak as eloquent as anything I’ve 
ever heard before or since. 

Dr. John Walter Grant MacEwan 
really was a man of the people. At 
the Alberta Legislature, where his 
body lay in state, and at his funeral

Tuesday, his family graciously 
opened the doors to let in anyone 
who cared to come. Surrounded 
by the dark suits of Klein, Getty, 
Lougheed and the like, I sat at the 
back of Robertson-Wesley United 
Church with my 88-year-old com- 
panion Kathleen Redman, and a 
smattering of other ordinary folk, 
to have reconfirmed what I sus- 
pected.

The malls’ decision is a “positive 
step,” said Coun. Allan Bolstad 
“T'm sure it’s going to be appreciat- 
ed by many customers as well as 
employees.” But it has also anger- 
ed many smokers, who fear it will 
encourage the city to pass a bylaw 
to ban smoking in restaurants and 
bingo halls. 

“I think that’s even worse,” 
Keith said. “People really want to 
have a cigarette after a meal.” 

That bylaw is something Tim 
Furh, owner of the Urban Lounge 
on Whyte Avenue, is fighting vigor- 
ously to prevent. “The malls made 
the decision on their own free will, 
which is fine with me, but I have a 
really big issue with the city pass- 
ing a bylaw, because then you're 
taking the property owner's rights 
away,” Furh said. Furh is part of 
the Canadian Property Rights 
Group, which is fighting the possi- 
bility of such a bylaw by arguing 
that property owners have the 
right to do whatever they want. 
“By passing that bylaw and saying 
that you can’t smoke in your rest- 
aurant or in your lounge, it’s like 
saying you can’t smoke in your 
house.” 

Bolstad said he hopes the malls’ 
smoking ban will encourage peo- 











ple to quit the habit 

“I really don’t think this is going 
oO encourage people not to 
smoke,” Keith said. “I never quit 
smoking and I'm a nurse's aide. I 
work with people who have lung 
cancer.” 


The city won't be making any 


decisions on smoking policies 

until after a public hearing Oct. 21 
That's the objective here 

Bolstad said, “is to gradually elimi 


nate smoking in all public places.” 

Despite the anger of many 
smokers, mall management said 
they haven't heard any complaints 
from customers. “It’s surprising 
said Londonderry’s Dancarz. “I 
was on the floor today, interacting 
with the people, and I haven't 
heard anything negative about 
this.” 


Keith said she won't complait 
out of fear she will be labelled the 
‘bad guy.” “I'm a smoker. I’m sup- 


posed to be on the wrong side 
here. I'm seen as one of the bad 
people,” she said. That fear has left 
Keith feeling powerless, resigned 
to losing yet another place to 
smoke. And she suggests the new 
regulations will hurt food court 
businesses by driving smokers out.

Rickie Lee Jones has weathered the storms of 
popular music for just over two decades.

Pianist flouts classic jazz comparisons with a fiery trio and astut; 
liner notes that call for keeping jazz alive in the present

ou feel a little superior to jazz 
Yims ians, don’t you? It’s hard 
not to. The image of the jazz 
musician as a sharp-dressed hitp-

his pocket and a knife in his shoe, 
blowing wild music, has largely 
been replaced by the image of a 
clean-cut university graduate with 
a DX-7 and a complete collection 
of Weather Report albums slagging 
off their colleagues for an inade- 
quate grasp of harmonic theory.

Pianist Brad Mehldau’s résumé 
might take some of that wind out 
of your sails. Most likely you didn't 
just record music for the forth- 
coming Clint Eastwood movie 
(Space Cowboys) and the latest 
Wim Wenders film (The Million 
Dollar Hotel), nor did you play on 
the latest Willie Nelson CD 
(Teatro). And you probably 
haven't, at the tender age of 29, 
recentky released the second ina 
series, of live trio sets recorded@at 
New ¥ork’s legendary Village 
Vanguard, scene of recordings by 
Sonny Rollins, John Coltrane and 
Bill Evans. 

But Mehldau has found lately 
that comparisons are odious. No 
matter how unique and prolific a 
path he cuts for himself, no matter 
how many “Best New Voice in 


Jazz” awards crowd his mantle 


piece,the name Bill Evans keeps 
cropping up by way of compari- 
son. Mehldau, who brings his 
erack trio with drummer Jorge 
Rossy and bass player Larry 
Grenadier to the Westin Marlboro 
Room on Monday, June 26, as part 
of the Jazz City International 
Music Festival, uses the liner notes 
on his last live album to respond to 
critics who have compared his trio 
to Evans’ and, in short, he thinks 
they’re saying that because of the 
critical trope of “the piano triovas 
sensitive white guys club.”

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Morrison and Rogers ride again 


First it was Folk Fest. Now the prolific performers are in Jazz City

he last time acclaimed blues gui- 

tarist Roy Rogers pulled into town to 

perform, it wasn't as the leader of 
the flame-throwing trio that had electri- 
fied audiences during previous visits 
that brought him to Jazz City and the 
Sidetrack Café. 

When he showed up at Gallagher 
rk to partake in the 1999 Folk 
tival, Rogers was in the company of 

singer and songwriter Shana Morrison 
and, over the course of a concert at one 
of the side stages and a few workshops, 
the two delivered a sound that was in 
part built on his deep acoustic blues 
and folk roots and her pop-meets-con- 
temporary folk stylings. 

e response Vv enthusiastic and 
Morrison remembers the event as one 
of the highlights of her summer. 

The talented daughter of Van 
Morrison also remembers the trail of 
events that led up to she and Rogers 
becoming a team, a least on a part-time 
basis

Everybody's Angel, Joey, Playin’ the 
Fool and Therapy. Morrison also pulled 
off an effectively subdued take of 
Barbara Ann Lewis’ Hello Stranger, 
which is quite different than the bubbly 
version Yvonne Elliman turned into a 
hit back in °77. 

“The recording went quickly. I learn- 
ed about give and take, because on my 
solo album I was used to making all the 
final decisions. For the live shows I pre- 
fer to perform the upbeat material.

NOFX Pump Up the Valuum (Epitaph) 
NOFX has remained wildly popular because they understand the impor- 
tance of having fun and integrity. Pump Up the Valwum (Valium is a trade- 
mark) captures the spirit of a band who have taken crass and self-depre- 
cating to new heights of punk irreverence. One of their best albums to 
date, it contains plenty of swipes at major labels (Dinosaurs Will Die), 
sell-outs (Stranger Than Fishin), and, most of all, themselves (Theme 
From a NOFX Album). Fast and super-crude anthems like My Vagina, 
Louise, and Herojuana are a dosage of pure punk perfection.

Bragg, despite vocal resemblances to 
Elmer Fudd, gives urgency to Guthrie’s political spirit on Stetson 
Kennedy and All You Fascists. If the first listen doesn’t grab you, read 
the lyric sheet and see why these guys would go to the trouble of turning 
some dead folkie’s words into new and vibrant music.

Decidedly Jazz Danceworks emerges fon the git with cit Ad ence

ature has been a theme for 
dance since humans first 


began to make sense of 


their physical world, Vicki 
Adams Willis, the artistic direc- 
tor of Decidedly Jazz 
Danceworks, journeyed to 
Costa Rica last January to plan 
her spring show and wound up 
returning to those physical 
roots. 

“I was planning another show 
but couldn't get my mind off of 
nature. Costa Rica has such an 
intense ecosystem, with insects, 
animals, birds, torrential rain 
and ocean waves,” she said. 

Her company’s new work, 
Evanescence, was conceived 
there and later refined in a col-

laboration between musician 
Kristian Alexandrov, choreogra- 
pher Willis, guest choreogra- 
phers Michele Moss (a DJD co- 
founder), Vancouver-based 
choreographer Joe Laughlin and 
senior DJD dancer Kimberly 
Cooper. 

Earth, water, fire, air and 
space are the elements the 12- 
dancer troupe will be exploring 
at the Citadel Theatre as part of 
Jazz City. 

“As the images of the ele- 
ments of nature came to me, the 
idea of a natural ‘letting go,’ 
where one situation or thing 
will step aside to let another 
grow, developed. There is a con- 
stant cycle,” said Adams Willis.

hen you think of San Fran- 
Wer: you visualize the 
Golden Gate Bridge, its 
diverse culture, its hilly roads and 
perhaps most of all, its gay com- 
munities. San Francisco is all that 
and more. 

The city by the bay has a popula- 
tion of about 800,000 people, 
crammed shoulder-to-shoulder 
into an area of 120 square kilome- 
tres. (The 650,000 people who live 
in Edmonton, by contrast, have a 
luxurious 700 sq. km: to stretch 
their legs in). The city’s actual pop- 
ulation seems small, but if you 
include the surrounding Bay 
region, the population soars to 
more than six million. The infa- 
mous hilly streets, such as 
Lombardo Street, can be a fair 
challenge on both the fitness of a 
person and the physical condition 
of a vehicle. So it’s best to use San 
Francisco's public transportation 
system, which is very convenient,

efficient and cheap. For $1 you can 
ride the train or bus to and from 
anywhere in metro San Francisco. 

The many ‘not to miss’ areas in 
San Francisco include Haight 
Street and Golden Gate Park. At 
Haight Street, the epicentre of the 
cultural revolution that was the 
Summer of Love, you'll find cool 
and hip shops, restaurants and 
people. Once I was walking down 
Haight Street and a woman 
dressed in metallic peacock blue, 
with her skin painted blue and 
dyed blue hair, casually walked 
past me. She wasn’t a performer or 
anything, just simply dressed that 
way, and that’s just what San 
Francisco is all about: it’s a show- 
case for individuality. 

Golden Gate Park is similar to 
New York’s Central Park. It has 
numerous gardens and man-made 
ponds surrounded by lush, dense 
greenery. One can get quite lost 
within its maze-like design but it’s 
a beautiful place to hide from the 
city. 

I recently took a road trip down 
to San Francisco with two friends. 
It was my fifth visit to San 
Francisco and the second in four 
months. This time I drove down to 
participate in the most eclectic 
road race for runners, the 89th Bay 
to Breakers. Bay to Breakers is an 
annual road race hosted by The 
San Francisco Examiner. It’s a 
very serious road race for some 
and a party for others. Held the 
third weekend of May (our May 
long weekend) the run starts 
downtown on the East Bay of San 
Francisco and finishes at the 
beach at Breakers Point on the 
west side. The race goes right 
through the city and is 7-1/2 miles 
(12 km) from start to finish. 
Fortunately there is only one hill, 
Hayes Hill, but it’s rather steep and 
long. About 75,000 people actually 
register for the race, but the partic- 
ipation number is easily doubled 
by the number of runners, myself 
included, who don’t register but do 
participate. Proceeds from the 


road race go towards Examiner — 


Charities Inc., which supports Bay 
area non-profit organizations that 
provide recreational, cultural o 


costumes or run naked. That's 
right, NAKED! Men, women, chil- 
dren, whoever. Even some serious 
runners are naked. If you looked in 
one direction, you saw people 
dressed up as mermaids; in anoth 
er direction you’d see people 
dressed as gorillas; and if you 
turned one more time you'd see 
someone naked. It was hard not to 


pass someone naked. There they 
were, naked except for socks and 
running shoes, withetheir bocdy 


parts jiggling as they moved, and 
without a care in the world who 
saw them. 

Bars, restaurants and shops 
were open for business at 8 a.m. 
and you could buy alcoholic bever- 
ages along the roadside. Many of 
the not-so-serious runners were 
pushing grocery carts with kegs of 
beer in them. It was one huge 
party on the streets. 

I was in Burger King and riglit 
beside me was a naked man weal- 
ing a gold crown on his head, 
ordering a burger. No one seemed 
to stare or notice that he was actu- 
ally naked. It seemed ordinary, 
probably because there were s0 
many naked people around youl 
that if you weren't naked you were 
abnormal. 

Music filled the air during the 
entire race. Some bands set up 
their sets on the streets and played 
their music, others pumped Df 
mixes from the balconies of theit 
homes. You know people are set 
ous about their music when they 
set up and play it on a Sunday 
morning. 

The race also features a contest 
for the best costumes.

lessly interesting career, acting 
and directing in more than 44 
theatrical releases and dominat- 
ing the box office for over 25 
years. 

More importantly, Beard notes 
that Eastwood has achieved the 
delicate task of creating a long- 
lasting and stable film persona, 
“an incredible hard rock, stoic 
killer” that he’s also deftly 
deconstructed 

Take for example his 1992 film 

Unforgiven, a work that sets the 
cowboy movie and the idea of 
movie heroics on its ear while at 
the same time flawlessly pre- 
senting Eastwood as unapolo- 
getic “hyper-hero.” 
“Eastwood doesn’t fit into any 
one category of filmmaking, he’s 
taken a unique path,” Beard 
says. “His films (both those he 
acts in and those he directs) are 
more interesting than not, with a 
fascinating sensibility.” 

While lauding the performer as

arguably the most important 
movie star of the last quarter 
century, Beard notes that he’s 
“not particularly” an Eastwood 
fan. “I can see his appeal, his 
charisma, but 'm more a fan of 
him as a creator.” 

For Beard, Eastwood is a sur 
vivor, an intriguing figure who 
managed to evolve his classical 
heroic persona into a more high- 
ly ironic figure in line with the 
cinematic tastes of the 1980s and 
90s 

“The '80s were a boneyard of 
interesting directors,” Beard 
explains, “yet Eastwood man- 
aged to make the transition and 
continue to make good movies. 
He didn’t suffer the same crisis 
that affected other directors that 
had made a name for themselves 
in the 70s.” 

Eastwood also managed to 
subtly tweak his on-screen per- 
sona so as to adopt the ironic

trappings of post-modern 
Hollywood without succumbing 
to the more cartoonist on-screen 
personas of Sylvester Stallone or 
Arnold Schwarzenegger. 

This move proved a boon for 
Eastwood, who hasn't had to 
backtrack like Sly or the 
Austrian man-mountain in a des- 
perate effort to rehabilitate his 
careel 

Stallone, for example, went to 
great lengths in Copland to 
break away from his cartoonist 
past, including “a Robert De 
Niro-like weight gain,” Beard 
says. 

Yet for all the joy Beard takes 
in documenting Eastwood's 
career in his engaging and acces- 
sible book (he purposefully kept 
the theory on the light side), the 
academic is fascinated by the 
fact that the venerable movie 
star is very naive in his decon- 
structions. 

“I often ask myself how much 
of all of this does Eastwood 
understand,” Beard continues. 
“I'd be rather surprised if he was 
fully conscious of all this stuff. 
No doubt it’s definitely there — 
it appears too often to be an 
accident — but I’m also sure he 
did not sit down and plan it. out.” 

Eastwood, Beard suspects, 
arrives at his “fragmented post- 
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Clint Eastwood's cinematic

unconscious, natural manner, 
allowing him to have his theoret- 
ical cake and eat it as well, ques- 
tioning narrative and its con- 
struction while at the same time 
presenting strong mythic heroes 
engaged in simple, straightfor- 
ward tales.

“From November, when we started 
talking seriously to artists, I was aware of 
how many of our featured artists are very 
consciously exploring the nature of 
humankind and the environment, exploring 
deeply meaningful issues about our signifi 
cance on the planet, the balance of ecosys- 
tems, issues about identity and self,” he 
explains. “This will be the most political festi- 
val we've had to date .. . The Works is*the 
perfect venue for artists to explore serious 
issues.” 

Gasparmi is especially thrilled to be able to 
present Playing With Matches — the 
renowned exhibit featuring the visual art- 
work of Beck and his avant-garde, conceptu- 
al artist grandfather Al Hansen. This eclectic 
exhibit includes over 170 pieces — collages 
and assemblages, photographs, drawings, 
audio loops and videos — and is as quirky a 
work as you would expect from the mind 
behind CDs like Odelay and Midnight 
Vultures (his most recent). 

“Al Hansen — one of the precursors of the 
Fluxus movement — and his grandson pro- 
duced time-based work that is very similar 
in its ideals to The Works festival as a 
whole,” says Gasparri.

Shaft is a watershed film, a con- 
temporary bid for a black action- 
hero franchise — sorry, Axel Foley 
doesn’t count — with a young 
black director, John Singleton 
(Boyz N the Hood) at the helm.

Outside of its moniker and the 
still punchy musical score by Issac 
Hayes, Shaft has little to do with 
the 1971 film. Unlike his predeces- 
sor, who was only understood by 
his woman, Jackson has no 
woman. Like most big Hollywood 
pics, Shaft is devoutly chaste. 
Then again, the update attempts to 
do what the original avoided — 
make itself explicit about race 
relations in the United States. 

The plot is fairly convoluted, 
which is surprising in a genre that 
generally adheres to the credo 
“keep it simple stupid,” but this 
also suggests that once race is 
thrown into the mix, simple 
doesn’t cut it. Shaft opens with a 
heinous hate crime committed by 
the smirking white playboy Wayne 
Wade (Christian Bale: American 
Psycho indeed). Then things go 
from messy to chaotic. A web of 
double-crosses sets off a tonne of 
gunplay, as at least three parties 
race to find a missing eyewitness.

A big part of the problem is all the characters talk 
in constant Smart Alec-ese to each other.

Thus, the connect-the-dot romance between Cale 
and pretty other human Akima (Drew Barrymore) 
follows the lifeless movie cliché — they bicker, then 
they fall in love — to the penstroke. 

More frustratingly, the secondary characters are 
pretty limp as well. There’s Nathan Lane as Korso’s 
snivelling, jackal-like first mate Preed, and John 
Leguizamo provides the voice for Gune, a cutesy 
goofball character that feels like he came out of a 
cereal box. His characterization: Korso wryly telling 
us, “He may look weird, but he’s always right!" It’s 
tough to call Korso on this because Gune never real- 
ly does anything. 

To her credit, Janeane Garafalo voices Stith, a 
huge-legged weapons expert and she’s so innately 
appealing that she manages to breathe a whilf of life 
into yet another indifferently drawn character. But 
it’s a struggle. 

And with a lineup of characters without sub- 
stance, the story can’t generate tension or meaning.
